Two y oung Lincoln men 
with considerable political ex ­ 
perience will prov ide a spir­ 
ited Nov ember general elec­ 
tion race for lieutenant gov ­ 
ernor and, perhaps, for gov ­ 
ernor two y ears from now. 
Lincoln Atty . Charles Thone, 
41, was nominated out of a 
field of sev en candidates Tues­ 
day as the 1984 GOP lieuten­ 
ant gov ernor candidate. 
Another Lincoln attorney , 
Philip C. Sorensen, 30, beat 
oat sev en other candidates for 
the Democratic nomination. 
Thtme breezed past h is 
nearest contender, Omahan 
J ohn Ev er-

road, Soren­ 
sen, who just 
meets the age 
requirements 
for lieutenant 
gov ernor as 
well as gov er­ 
nor, scored a 
l e s s impres- 
fiv e v ictorj’. 
B ut Soren­ 
sen, y oungest member of a 
prominent Nebraska jKjUtical 
family , also easily out-dis­ 
tanced his nearest foe, the 
wife of State Sen. Terry Car­ 
penter of Scottsbluff. 
‘PreUminary Bout* 
The Nov ember Thone-Sor- 
ensen contest, political obi^rv - 
ers feel, should be regarded 
as more than a battle for the 
post of presiding ov er th e 
State Legislature. 
This y ear’s lieutenant gov ­ 
ernor race has been widely 
touted as a possible prelimi­ 
nary to the 1966 gubernatorial 
race. 
Aside from their political 
differences, Thone and Soren­ 
sen are similar in many re­ 
spects. Both are y oung mar­ 
ried men witii families, both 
are attorney s and both hav e 
J ong been activ e in poUttcal 
circles. 
Thone is a former adminis­ 
trativ e assistant to U.S. Sen. 
Roman Hruska and a former 
state GOP chairman. 
Political observ ers credited 
his Tuesday v ictory to Ms 
y ears of serv ice to the party , 
his wide a c q u a i n t a n c e 
throughout the s t a t e and 
backing by Sen. Hruska. 
Sorensen, who made n i 
first debbt as an office seeker 
Tuesday , is an activ e Demo­ 
crat, a brother ^of former 
Presidential Aide Theodore 
Sorensen and son of late Ne­ 
braska Atty . Gen. C. A. Sor­ 
ensen. 


Both men fav or a partisan 
Legislature and neither is be­ 
liev ed an outright opponent 
of broadening the state’s tax 
base although they hav e said 
the tax ^stem is primarily 
a legislativ e function. 
Thone in the p a s t has 
plugged for a constitutional 
conv ention and reconsidera­ 
tion of the state’s basic tax 
structure. 
Following Ms election 
as 
state GOP chairman, he said 
one of his major recommen­ 
dations was for the party to 
“ take a stand” on the tax 
issue. 
Sorensen hat said he gen­ 
erally ofqNJset the principle 
of a talet tax hat that he 
would ant use the lieutenant 
fiWMmor^s office to oppose a 
broidhaid tax bate. 
Gov . Frank Morrison and 
p r e s e n t Lt Gov . Dwight 
Burney , who will oppose each 
other for gov ernor tMs fall, 
are on opposite sides of the 
tax question. 
Burney fav ors a broadened 
tax base, particularly tlirough 
a sales tax . Morrison opposes 
either a sales or income tax 
but say s he would not v eto a 
bill calling for either tax . 
Cooperation 
Sorensen has 
caUed for 
c l o s e r cooperation by the 
lieutenant gov ernor and gov ­ 
ernor. He reportedly had the 
supiMrt of opposing Demo­ 
cratic Party factions in Tues­ 
day ’s primary . 
Uncolnite J . J . Ex on, a 
supporter of Gov . Morrison, 
said Sorensen will hav e the 
solid backing of the Demo­ 
cratic Party in Nov ember. 
Predicting a spirited cam­ 
paign, Ex on said he ex pects 
the “ entire Roman Hruska 
machine” wiO be thrown sol­ 
idly beMnd Thone. 
Richard L. Herman of Oma­ 
ha, Senator Goldwater’s Ne­ 
braska campaign manager, 
said “ I will certainly back 
Thone to the best of my abili­ 
ty with ev ery thing I hav e in 
me for a v ictory in Nov em­ 
ber.” 
“ I’m sure it will be a spir­ 
ited campaign.. Thone is a 
terrific campaigner and or­ 
ganizer, and he will make a

Peterson said this concept 
will result In three new fea­ 
tures: 
—A high degree of pedestri­ 
an safety for schoolJ iound 
students and y oungsters at 
play . Many won’t hav e to 
cross any street to reach the 
reserv ed school location; oth­ 
ers, only one or two streets 
at the most. 
—More free play areas for 
children and adults through 
the proposed 3^acre dty park 
on the nmHi eo d of the de­ 
v elopment, 
three 
scattered 
play areas of at least 1.5 
acres each, and greenbelts 
timching most prqierties. 
—Space shelters separating 
homes from throogh traffic to 
prov ide more priv acy and 
qaiet for rsrilents. Traffic- 
carry ing capacity of the lew 
thorou^ares will not be im­ 
paired by a series of priv ate 
driv ewhy s.

Peterson said it is the opin­

Charleston. W.Va. liPi-N e l 
son Rockefeller ran without an 
opponent but pulled two-thirds 
of the total Republican v ote 
in Ms presidential preference 
test run in the West Virginia 
primary election. 
The New York gov ernor’s 
West Virginia c am p al cn 
chairman. Mai Guthrie, called 
the outcome “ far in ex cess 
of our highest ex pectations.” 
Guthrie said the state’s Re­ 
publican v oters “ enthusiasti­ 
cally endorsed” Rockefeller’s 
candidacy for the GOP presi­ 
dential nomination and “ ov er­ 
whelmingly rejected” adv ice 
from the Goldwater-for-Presi- 
dent forces. 
Not Binding 
The state organization sup­ 
porting Arizona Sen. B a r r y 
Goldwater for the GOP nomi­ 
nation had asked Republicans 
preferring another nominee 
than Rockefeller to withhold 
their v otes in the preference 
primary , which Goldwater did 
not enter. 
The v oting does not bind 
the West Virginia delegation 
to the Republican national 
conv ention. 
Rockefeller faced no write- 
in threat, as write-ins are not 
counted in West Virginia pri­ 
maries. Crossov er v oting is 
not permitted. 
With tabulation of the ex ­ 
traordinarily long ballot com- 
ideted in ov er half the polling 
places. Rockefeller’s t o t a l 
stood at 53,671, 
compared 
with 8 1,424 for the three con­ 
tenders for the GOP nomina­ 
tion for gov ernor. 
Former 
state 
Commerce 
Commissioner Hulett Smith, 
loser to Gov . William Barron 
in the gubernatorial primary 
four y ears ago, topped a four- 
man field to win the nomina­ 
tion this y ear. 
Ex -Gov . Cecil Underwood, 
Barron’s 
immediate prede­ 
cessor, 
started 
a political 
comeback with an ev en easier 
v letory for the GOP nomina­ 
tion for gov ernor. 
U.S. Sen. Robert C. By rd, 
seeking a second term, scored 
a lopsided triumph in a Dem 
ocratic contest with WUliam 
Champe.

But the write-ins against 
Goldwater, whose name was 
the only one on the GOP pref­ 
erence ballot, ate up m o r e 
than half the Republican bal­ 
lots. 
Lincoln v oters, wtm geo- 
erally are considered more 
“ liberal” than GOP v o t e r s 
elsewhere in the state award­ 
ed Ambassador Lodge the top 
ranking spot. 
Nix on was their number two 
choice while they relegated 
the conserv ativ e Goldwater to 
the third position in a close 
three-way v ote. 
But the Lincoln v ote was 
not enough to turn the tide of 
Goldwater support in Omaha 
and outstate despite sizaMo 
write-ins for Lodge and Nix on. 
Nearly complete r e t u r n s 
gav e Goldwater 49% of the 
v ote, or less than the 50% Ms 
Nebraska campaign manager, 
Omahan Richard L. Herman, 
had predicted as late as Sun­ 
day . 
Earlier, Herman had p r e ­ 
dicted Goldwater would take 
60 to 65% of the GOP v ote. 
He said election night that 
he was more concerned witii 
picking up delegate stirengtii 
than a high popularity v ote. 
Nix on (ticked up a comfort­ 
able 31% of the GOP v o t e 
while Lodge receiv ed about 
17% and New York Gov . Nel­ 
son Rockefeller placed a poor 
fourth with about 2%. 
Nix on supporters immedi­ 
ately claimed a moral v ic­ 
tory in Tuesday ’s ballo^g. 
Hastings publisher F r e d 
Seaton, U.S. Secretary of the 
nterior u n d e r the Eisen- 
lower-Nix on

By DEAN TERRH.L 
Ontstate Nebraska Bareaa 
York — The critical wound­ 
ing of Larry Kramer, 22, by 
a York policeman early Sun­ 
day morning has aroused con­

throughmit this community. 
A young housewife w ho 
claims she represents “the 
feeling of hundreds of dissat- 
isfled citizens” has charged 
that the police department 
“handled the situation Im­ 
properly and In a way that 
was trigger-happy.” 
“We are not excusing the 
man if he was doing some- 
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thing wrong, but contend that 
the officer didn’t have to 
shaat to kill,” said Mrs. Eu­ 
gene Tbnniges, 26. The York 
woman said she is spokes­ 
man for “at least a dozen 
persons” and reflects the al­ 
titude of many more. 
Mrs. Tonniges also s a i d 
both the victim and his wife 
(who resides near the shoot­ 
ing scene) told her Kramer 
was “hit and kicked” by an 
officer after being shot. This 
was vigorously denied, how­ 
ever, by Police Chief Harry 
Davis, a former Lincoln po­ 
liceman. 
“The officer actually saw 
the crime committed and was 
certainly justified in firing,” 
stated the chief. “He was 
only carrying out his duties.” 
Officer Robert Dittrick had 
reportedly fired a warning 
shot and two o t he r s as 
Kramer fled. Kramer alleged­ 
ly threw a box of tools at the 
offlcer which he had just re­ 
moved from a broken window 
of Ted’s Auto Service. 
Kramer is in critical condi­ 
tion at York General Hospi­ 
tal. A bullet penetrated h 1 s 
arm and abdomen. 
The 
p o l i c e chief said 
Kramer was not mistreated 
after the shooting, and that 
“this was confirmed by at 
least four witnesses.” Among 
these was Charles Toms Sr., 
Gty Council president a n d 
owner of a sporting goods 
store which was broken into 
the two preceding weekends. 
It was because of t he s e 
breaktas a n d a continuing 
rash of thefts that Officer Dit­ 
trick had been staked out in 
the vicinity. 
Mayor Olaf N. Miller said 
he was aware of the contro­ 
versy but declined further 
comment.
